away from town to get them, 

This explainaion may be all right 
on the theory that a poor excuse is 
better than none, but it fails to pass 
muster when it is subject to a little 
scrutiny. 

Aa the man who offers this as an 
excuse for his dealing with the mail 
order man why he does not go the 
local merchant and ask him to order 
the articles desired if they are not 
to be found in the merchant's stock. 
The merchant will very gladly do 
this, and the merchant and customer 
will both profit. The merchant can 
sell you whatever you desire at aa 
low a price as the mail order house 
can make you on goods the same 
quality and he can make a small 
profit. 

The customer will profit from the 
transaction, because he will be deal- 
ing with a merchant who stands back 
of the goods that he sellg, and who 

wily accessible in case the artt- 
cles purchased do not prove to be 
all that the customer expected. 

Give Home Merchant Preference 

Why not try this plan the next 
time you need something which you 
cannot find in any of your home 
stores? The merchant in the aver- 
age sized town cannot carry in stock 
everything that all of the people in 
his town may want at all times. It 
would require a capital many times 
larger than the average merchant can 
command to do this, but he does the 
best he can, He ordinarily does 
carry in stock at all times things for 
order that he may meet the needs 
of his customers to the greatest poss- 
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LUMBER 


purchasing ability. Hg is always 
ready and willing, however, to make 
every effort to meet the demands of 
the community. Why not, then, give 
him the preference over the far dis- 
tant mail order man if you must have 
something which is not to be found 
in the local storey? He will do the 
business in a satisfactory manner, 
give you as quick if not quicker ser- 
vice and more satisfactory treatment, 
and the chances are that he wil give 
you better values for the money, Fin- 
ally, whatver profit is to be made 
off the transaction will stay at home 
and do its bit towards making the 
merchant and his town and, inci- 
dently, yourself, more prosperous, 

No business can be transacted as 
satisfactorily at long range as it can 
when the two parties to the trans- 
action meet face to face. The only 
exception to this rule is in the case 
of the mail order man himself, who 
can transact his business with great- 
er success to himself at long distance 
then he could if he had to meet his 
cystomers face to face. That is the 
Treason why he does business by mail 
instead of selling to the people in his 
own city. If the goods which the 
mail order man advertises in his al- 
luring catalogues were the bargains 
that he represents them to be, he 
would not have to go outside of the 
confines of his own city to sell all the 
goods he could possibly obtain. But 
the average mail order house not only 
does not make any effort to sell goods 
in its own city, but will not sell to 
anyone residing within the city 
limits. The mail order man does not 
want to meet his customers face to 
face. He can do business better so 
far as he is concerned if his customer 
is some hundreds of miles away from 
his office.

TAXES AN INSULT TO FREE MEN 


That, in the early days, it would have been considered 
an insult for free men to be taxed, was an interesting 
Statement in an address by Professor S. E. Becket of the 
University of B.C. Professor Becket traced the meth- 
ods of taxation down to the present time from the early 
centuries. The kikngs of ancient Rome and Athens 
as well as other nations, did not levy taxes as these are 
understood to day. Instead they made levies on subject 
peoples. It was not considered consistent for free men 
to pay taxes; but they on the other hand had to render 


military and other services to the state. 


Gradually rulers whose reigns were arbitrary had 
found many ways of raising money for the upkeep of 
the state. Titles were commonly sold as were monopol- 
ies for manufacturing and importing: : 

With the rise of constitutional government taxation 
in its present form had made its appearance. The pro- 
fessor urged all citizens to carefully study the matter of 
taxation. Shifting of taxes,it was stated, was a great 
evil which merely added to any inequality there might 
be.

Vegetation Gives Off Oxygen Increas- 
ing Speed of Motor 

Motor cars of all kinds have long 
been known to gather speed in some 
unaccountable manner when passing 
over smooth paved roads.

Railway News | 


Winnipeg, Man.—Since the com- 
mencement of the crop year up to 
Oct, 1st, 85,595,574 bushels of wheat 
have been marketed by the Cana. 
dian Pacific Railway western lines, 
{t was announced at the local office 
recently, oe the same period 
the company handled 12,2 9,778 
bushels of coarse grain and for the 
same period last year 56,164,116 
bushels of wheat were marketed as 
well as 6,940,688 bushels of coarse 
grain.

150,000 Square Feet to be 
Dominion's Space at Display 


the 


Canada will participate in the Brit 
ish Empire Exhibition, to be held at 
Wembley Park, near London, in 1924, 
nnd will have a pavilion covering ap- 
proximately 150,000 square feet of 
space, it was announced by Iifon, 
Charles Stewart, Minister of the In- 
terior, in his interview with Major } 
A, Belcher, Assistant General Man-] 
ager of the Exhibition, and head of 
the mission which has toured the 
provinces and placed the matter of 
participation before the various goy- 
ernments. 

The amount of money which it is 
proposed to spend on the Canadian 
exhibition for the occasion was not 
stated. The space being taken, how- 
ever, is the same as that being taken 
by Australia, which is spending $1,- 
250,000 on its display. 

Major Belcher expressed sutisfae- 
{fon -with the result of his tour of 
Canada, The Provineiat Goyern- 


ments, he stated, had all been en- 
thusiastic in their support of the 
proposals placed before them, and 


the Government of Newfoundland 
had anvounced its intention of taking 
a pavilion of approximately 8,000 
square feet, at an expenditure of 
$50,000. One of the best siles on the 
exhibition grounds had been reserved 
for the Canadian pavilion, Major Bel- 
cher stated, and he was confident that 
the exhibit of Canada’s products and
